peculiar class, Of these, and of the drama-
tio profession proper, 1 wonld perhaps have
no right to speak here, were it not for ths
fact that, in my time at least, thero was a
sort of fraternity among all people who ap-
peared before the foot-lights. I do not know
whether the members of eork-opera associate
with the better class of actors at this day,
but I think they do not. I would venture to
nesert, however, that among the lower orders |
of actors, minstrels, and cirous-riders, there
ever will be such a spirit of Bohemianisam—
such a touch of hearty, reckless good naturas
-- 88 will always make their whole world kin,
Jealonsy may be set down as the chief fail-
ing of the whole race, high or low. I have
known men, whose names have made some
noige in the world, to measura with straws
the comparative sizes of the letters in which
they were annonnced on a poster. DBat
awong minstrels, especially, a thorough
worldliness and boon companionship enable
them generally to be ecivil to one another,
whatsoever their private feelings.

An old showman at last comes to look npon
the quiet ways of ordinary life with that samea
kind of longing, romantic interest with whioh
a certain species of imaginative youth are
wlways looking upon the impossible glory of
travelling with a show. A droll sighiug fer
rural pursuits seems to be the most common
form taken by the romance of your veberan
itinerant. Yet, oddly enough, there ig searce
any one whom he holds personally in such
ridiculous contempt as he does the hones.

FEmmet, the author of many of the best
known of the earlier negro melodies, did so
fur reach the fleeting object of hia buoolic
ambition as to bave a large, well-filled chicken
coop in the back yard of a rented honse, in
the suburbs of a great city. The ladies of
the profession are sometimes given to gossip
and backbiting in as great a degree at least
as ure the pgentlemen. Jealousy may be as
rife on a Mississippi show-boat us i the ante-
chamber of any courlt in Earope. I have
known a danseusd to furnish boys with clan-
destine bouquets to throw on the stave whan
she appeared; not that she cared at all for the
praise or blawe of the audience, but that she
did care to crush a cleverer rival,

In our company on board the Palace and
the Ilaymond (the famous river show-boats)
we had strange contrasts in human natare.
It would bappen, for instance, that the mnon
who could not sleep without snoring would
be placed in the same state-room with tha
mean who oould not sleep within hearing of
the most distant snore, The man who eould
not eat pork was seated at table just oppo-
site the man who doted on it.
